The  apostle  Paul  says.  Gal.  i :  9,  “  If  any  man 
preach  any  other  Gospel  unto  you  than  that  ye 
have  received,  let  him  be  accursed.” 

Well,  what  was  the  Gospel  w  hich  they  had  re¬ 
ceived  ?  and  what  is  the  other  Gospel,  for  tlie 
preaching  of  which  they  bring  tliat  curse  upon  them¬ 
selves  ?  Answer.  The  Gospel  of  Christ  which 
they  had  received,  in  a  few  words,  is  this.  Good 
tidings  of  great  joy,  which  shall  be  to  all  people. 
Or,  The  Father  hath  sent  his  Son  to  make  an  end 
of  sin,  death,  hell,  and  the  devil ;  and  not  only 
to  offer,  but  to  give  eternal  life  to  all  flesh  ;  (John 
xvii  :  2.)  or  to  subdue  the  stubbornness  of  all  men, 
or  of  all  things,  unto  himself,  that  God  may  be  all 
in  all.  1  Cor.  xv  ;  28.  And  further,  “  Having 
made  known  unto  us  the  mystery  of  his  will,  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  good  pleasure,  which  he  hath  pur¬ 
posed  in  himself,  that  in  the  dispensation  of  the  ful¬ 
ness  of  times,  he  might  gather  together  in  one,  all 
things  in  Christ,  both  which  are  in  heaven  and 
which  are  on  earth,  even  in  him.”  Eph.  i :  9,  10.

rtUMBKR  I. 

The  title  is  a  long  one,  but  to  prevent  any  possible 
mistake  I  give  it  in  full.  The  following  statement  ofthe 
origin  ofthe  Reply,  and  ofthe  causes  that  have  led  me 
to  answer  it,  seems  called  for. 

Several  years  ago,  Mr.  L.  S.  Everett,  then  residing, 
and  editing  the  Gospel  Advocate, at  Auburn,  in  this  State, 
was  invited  to  dedicate  the  Universalist  meeting-house 
in  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Two  discourses  were  delivered 


ed  nearer  the  ability  of  my  cause  to  sustain  all  attacks  on 
its  troth. 

I'ermit  me,  also,  once  for  all,  to  name  one  or  two 
things  more,  in  refiirence  to  my  own  situation  in  this  af¬ 
fair.  Tlie  diversify  of  opinion  on  minor  points,  which 
prevails  among  Universalists,  is  W'ell  known.  I  glory  in 
it  as  a  proof  and  effect  of  our  greater  liberty  in  the  Gos¬ 
pel.  Though  united  in  one  fiiith  in  Christ,  yet  we  are 
trammelled  by  no  creeds  and  confessions  of  faith.  Ofj 
course,  Messrs.  Everett  and  Morgan  Uiive  prohably  (and 
if  IMr.  Williams  correctly  slates  their  sentiments,  which 
I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  he  does,  as  far  as  he  states 
them  at  all,  they  have  certainly)  advanced  some  things 
itfhcrein  w’e  differ;  and  which,  therefore,  I  shall  notal- 
tem(»t,  as  I  have  no  wish,  to  defend.  They  may  be 
stricken  out  of  existeneo  and  Universalism  be  ju.st  as  ir¬ 
refutable — just  ,as  defensihlo  without  them. 

Again — not  having  heard  the  sermons  replied  to — not 
knowing  what^nor  how  much,  Mr.  Williams  may  have 
omitted  in  his  report,  (and  lie  certainly  has  omitted 
some,)  nor  what  he  may  have  mistaken  and  misunder¬ 
stood — in  shoif,  having  to  receive  not  only  his  own,  but 
his  opponents’  arguments  solely  from  his  pen,  I  feel  my 
situation  disadvantageous  at  the  best.  While,  therefiire, 
I  cheerfully,  under  existing  circumstances,  comply  with 
the  wishes  of  many  friends,  I  cannot  help  heartily  wish¬ 
ing  that  Mr.  Everett,  or  some  one  else  who  heard  both 
sides,  had  undertaken  the  task 

Reader— excuse  this  long  introduction  to  a  long  sub- 
[jset — I  deemed  it  called  for,  or  I  would  not  have  trou¬ 
bled  you  with  it.  But  enough. 

The  contents  of  the  Reply  embrace,  1st.  A  preface, 
explanatory  of  the  circumstances  under  which  the  dis¬ 
courses  and  this  Reply  were  delivered.  2.  A  statement 
ofthe  texts,  plans  and  Scripture  proofs  advanced,  ofthe 
the  three  sermons  replied  to.  3d.  The  three  discourses 
ofthe  Reply — the  first  two  in  reply  to  Mr.  Everett — the 
last  in  reply  Mr.  Morgan.  I  give  a  condensed  statement 
of  Mr.  Williams  synopsis  of  the  three  sermons.  The 
reader  will  please  turn  to  and  read  the  texts  in  full,  as 
they  are  the  only  portions  omitted  in  copying.
